1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-10 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1, line 4 recites flexible connection means each of which is arranged... 
however since the claim recites "each of which" it appears that there are more than one 
flexible connection means. Also it is unclear whether the patient support is intended to 
be a positively claimed element or not. Regarding claims 2 and 13, the phrase M or the 
like" renders the claim(s) indefinite because the claim(s) include(s) elements not 
actually disclosed (those encompassed by "or the like"), thereby rendering the scope of 
the claim(s) unascertainable. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). Similarly with "and other similar 
imaging devices" of claim 9. 

3. Figure 1 should be designated by a legend such as --Prior Art-- because only 
that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application.
